The amn esty decree, issu d by 
the Presidiu m of the Su preme So­ 
v iet, said the pardon s had been 
made possible by a decrease in 
crime an d by the con solidation of 
the Sov iet state sy stem. 
The fu ll amn esty prog ram ex ­ 
ten ds to most person s serv in g fiv e 
y ears or less in prison s, correctiv e 
labor camps an d other places of 
deten tion . Those serv in g more than 
fiv e y ears will hav e their sen ten ces 
redu ced by half. 
The pardon s specifically do n ot 
apply , howev er, to an y on e serv in g 
more than fiv e y ears for cou n ter­ 
rev olu tion ary crimes, larg e - scale 
theft or embezzlemen t of pu blic 
property , g an g sterism or premedi­ 
tated mu rder.

That flag had 15 stars, 13 for the orig ina l, ex citement. Lincoln has a 
sma ll Neg ro 
colonies and one each for the subsequently popuplation which manag ed g 0 g et along 
admitted states of Vermont and Kentucky . 
What the av era g e indiv idual does not know 
is that the flag then had 15 stripes, one for 
each state. 
But ev en then this flag with its 15 stars 
and stripes did not tell the whole story . 
The South and what is now termed t h e 
Midwest were g rowing . Ohio had already 
been admitted to the Union in 18 03, and 
Louisiana in April of the v ery y ear. “ The 
Star-Spang led Banner” was written. Indi­ 
ana came in in 18 16 , Mississippi in 18 17, Il­ 
linois in 18 18 , with Alabama slated for ad­ 
mission the nex t y ear. 
Obv iously the flag had to be chang ed. 
“ Brig ht stars” there could readily be for 
as many states as mig ht be added, but 
“ broad stripes” for all would hav e g iv en 
the flag fantastic shape. So Cong ress wisely 
rev erted to 13 stripes, one for each of the 
orig inal states. It was a g ain for beauty 
without loss of sy mbolism. 
Thoug h the seceding South asked that its 
stars be remov ed from the flag , Lincoln, 
holding the Union indissoluble, kept all 34 
in the azure field throug hout four l o n g 
y ea rs of internecine strife. Now there are 
48 , an easy six by eig ht g rouping , but the 
possibility of Hawaiian statehood, with 
Alaska still in abey ance and Puerto Rico 
a lmost bey ond the horizon, makes it prob­ 
able that fla g ma kers will hav e desig ns to 
present that can care for any ev entuality . 


HELPING THE OPPRESSED 
DURING FEBRUARY, 41,000 distressed 
Ea st Germans, in fear of punishment or 
their liv es, fled to West Berlin. That is al­ 
most twice as many as in any prev ious 
m^nth. 
What disturbs the Germans is that the 
Communists are in a g reat farm collecti­ 
v ization driv e in East Germany . The farm­ 
ers who hav e a little land, liv estock and 
other property recall the fate of hundreds 
of thousands of small farmers in Russia 
during the thirties. They were starv ed to 
death or beaten into submission. Enoug h 
German farmers hav e fled that fate to 
cause abandonment of 7 50,000 a c r e s of 
land. 
Help for the oppressed of all lands ma y 
be the factor that finally will turn the tide 
ag ainst Communism. 


all rig ht until the Neg roes were told that 
they were being discriminated ag ainst. Let 
me quote from “ America ’s Hour of Decis­ 
ion,” a report of the N.A.A.C.P. dated Oc­ 
tober, 19 52: 
“ The Lincoln Branch of the NAACP is 
just two months old and has had a little 
difficulty with its own g roup to see the 
necessity of hav ing one in the city its size, 
in spite of the flourishing prejudice a n d 
discrimination in its locality . There a r e 
about ten or fifteen Neg roes in the com­ 
munity who are not as y et educated to the 
fact, that their membership is g reatly 


I needed as well as their support. These are 
the persons who. . .are afraid of doing 
something to ang er the whites and mig ht 
cause them to lose friendship or jobs. . .” 
So, during the y ear 19 52, accusations 
ag ainst public officials in the handling of 
funds, sta tements concerning juv enile de­ 
linquency , and all sorts of arg uments that 
are heard in big cities like New York and 
Chicag o hit this small town and ended up 
in its county court. Three men were held 
in contempt by J udg e Frank S. Bev an in 
the case of The People v s. N e l s o n O. 
Howarth, et a1. The J udg e stated the issue 
in a matter of “ outrag eous plea ding s” as 
follows: 
‘The test is, and 
properly should be, 
does a pleading present an issue ov er which 
the Court has jurisdiction of the subject 
matter—so it can properly g iv e considera­ 
tion to the subject matter, and does the 
pleading properly present an issue or does 
it contemptuously impede and hinder t h e 
prog ress of court in settlement of issues 
properly before it.” 
From the J udg e’s decision, it is clear 
that he was faced by attitudes similar to 
those which J udg e Medina had to contend 
with in the ca se of the Communist Elev en. 
He described what those whom he held in 
contempt were doing :

LOSS o f a to o th o r a pa rt o f a 
to o th is no t generally co nsidered 
to o tragic a lo ss, o nce th e pain 
and disco mfo rt are reliev ed Ho w­ 
ev er, th e teeth h av e an im po rtant 
fu nctio n in th e stru ctu re o f th e 
face and m asticatio n o f fo o d. 
And so metimes th e lo ss o f an 
im po rtant to o th o r teeth can 
h av e definite effects in after 
y ears. 
Wh en a part o f a to o th is bro k­ 
en o ff, th e to o th may o r m ay no t 
u ndergo 
detrim ental 
ch anges. 
Ho wev er, with any inju ry to th e 
teeth , a dentist sh o u ld be co n­ 
su lted in o rder to determ ine th e 
ex act ex tent o f th e inju ry . So me­ 
times, X -ray ex am inatio n will 
determine h o w sev erely th e teeth 
h av e been Inju red. 
Pro tru ding Teeth 
Certain peo ple are mo re su b­ 
ject to inju ries to th eir teeth 
th a n o th ers. Perso ns with pro ­ 
tru ding 
teeth —“bu ck 
te e th ”— 
are mo re likely to h av e th e teeth 
Inju red since th ey wo u ld be th e 
first po int o f co ntact w ith any 
blo w against th e face. A blo w 
to 
th e ch in may break th e teeth 
th a t are o n th e sides o f th e 
mo u th . 
Teeth 
th a t are no t aligned 
pro perly h av e a greater tendency 


ju red th an is th e driv er h imself. 
After an inju ry , pro m pt a tte n ­ 
tio n sh o u ld be paid to th e teeth 
as so o n as th e o th er bo dily parts 
h av e been repaired o r treated. 
Lo o se teeth m ay o ften be fix ed 
by wire o r su tu res. If th e v ital 
part o f th e to o th , o r pu lp, is a f­ 
fected, so metimes th e teeth h av e 
to be treated with special m edi­ 
cines wh ich are h eld in place with 
a tem po rary cro wn. 
Ch ildh o o d Inju ries 
It Is im po rtant fo r all parents 
to bring th eir ch ildren to th e 
dentist wh en any Inju ry to th eir 
m o u th s o ccu rs, so h e can deter­ 
mine th e ex tent and sev erity o f 
th e inju ry and prev ent needless 
lo v ss o f teeth . If th is is do ne, teeth 
th a t wo u ld o th erwise be lo st can 
o ften be resto red, and th ere will 
be no Interference with th e no r­ 
mal gro wth o f th e m o u th and 
face. 
And it is also Im po rtant th a t 
parents bring th efr ch ildren reg­ 
u larly to th e dentist fo r a ch eck­ 
u p. It may m ean mu ch to th e 
ch ild’s h ealth in th e y ears to 
co me.

Georgi M. Malenkov’s government 
announced a sweeping amnesty pro­ 
gram today to free Soviet Prison­ 
ers serving five-year terms or less, 
providing their crimes

great danger to the state.” 
The amnesty decree, issud by 
the Presidium of the Supreme So­ 
viet, said the pardons had been 
iftade possible by a decrease in 
crime and by the consolidation of 
the Soviet state system. 
The full amnesty program ex­ 
tends to most persons serving five 
years or less in prisons, corrective 
labor camps and other places of 
detention. Those serving more than 
five years will have their sentences 
reduced by half. 
The pardons specifically do not 
apply, however, to anyone serving 
more than five years for counter­ 
revolutionary crimes, large - scale 
theft or embezzlement of public 
property, gangsterism or premedi­ 
tated murder.

SOME PRISONERS will be freed 
regardless of the length of their 
sentences. They 
include women 
with children IO years old or less, 
pregnant women, minors of 18 or 
less, men of SS or more, women 
over 50 and persons suffering from 
incurable illnesses. 
Prosecution will be halted, mean­ 
while, in all cases falling into these 
categories and in cases in which 
the major sentence would be five 
years or less. 
The decree also called for a re­ 
examination of tho USSR’s crimi­ 
nal laws and ordered the Justice 
Ministry to submit recommenda­ 
tions for changes. 
In an editorial, the government 
newspaper Izvestia described the 
decree as “ a manifestation of the 
j strength of the Soviet structure.”

Rooting Chinese from trenches, 
they slammed back a Red counter­ 
attack at the crest and won back 
th clow western front hill for the 
second time in two days. 
Vegas fell Thursday night under 
a Red spring attack

Monday when 3.500 Chinese swar m- 1 
ed around Old 
Baldy, 
26 
miles 
northeast. 
The Reds still hold Baldy, now 
a red dirt target for Allied artillery 
and bombs. 
As ground fighting 
roared 
on. 
Communist Mig jets flew south and 
clashed with U. S. Sabrejets in a 
number of dog fights, but no de 
struction claims were made 
Other American warplanes swept 
over Vegas, sending rockets, and 
bombs tearing into the Chinese. 
Marine tanks and big guns fired 
steadily. 
It took the hard pressed Marines 
a hitter bour to make the final 400

blanketed by 
Communist 
mortar 
fire. An officer at the front said a 
Chinese counterattack hit the Mar­ 
ines immediately after they reach­ 
ed the top.

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CHANGING THE FLAG 
WHEN FRANCIS SCOTT KEY, interned 
on a British ship off Fort McHenry in Sep­ 
tember, 1814. saw “by the dawn’s early 
light’’ that “ the flag was still there,” he 
was inspired to write what is still the na­ 
tional anthem after almost 140 years. 
That flag had 15 stars, 13 for the original 
colonies and one each for the subsequently 
admitted states of Vermont and Kentucky. 
What the average individual does not know 
is that the flag then had 15 stripes, one for 
each state. 
But even then this flag with its 15 stars 
and stripes did not tell the whole story. 
The South and what is now termed t h e 
Midwest were growing. Ohio had already 
been admitted to the Union in 1803, and 
Louisiana in April of the very year. “ The 
Star-Spangled Banner” was written. Indi­ 
ana came in in 1816, Mississippi in 1817, Il­ 
linois in 1818, with Alabama slated for ad­ 
mission the next year. 
Obviously the flag had to be changed. 
“ Bright stars” there could readily be for 
as m any states as might be added, but 
“broad stripes” for all would have given 
the flag fantastic shape. So Congress wisely 
reverted to 13 stripes, one for each of the 
original states. It was a gain for beauty 
without loss of symbolism. 
Though the seceding South asked that its 
•tars be removed from the flag, Lincoln, 
holding the Union indissoluble, kept all 34 
in the azure field throughout four l o n g 
years of internecine strife. Now there are 
48, an easy six by eight grouping, but the 
possibility of Hawaiian statehood, with 
Alaska still in abeyance and Puerto Rico 
almost beyond the horizon, makes it prob­ 
able that flagmakers will have designs to 
present that can care for any eventuality. 


HELPING THE OPPRESSED 
DURING FEBRUARY, 41,000 distressed 
E ast Germ ans, in fear of punishment or 
their lives, fled to West Berlin. That is al­ 
most twice as many as in any previou» 
m^nth. 
What disturbs the Germans is that the 
Communists are in a great farm collecti­ 
vization drive in East Germany. The farm ­ 
ers who have a little land, livestock and 
other property recall the fate of hundreds 
of thousands of small farmers in Russia 
during the thirties. They were starved to 
death or beaten into submission. Enough 
G erman farm ers have fled that fate to 
cause abandonment of 750,000 a c r e s of 
land. 
Help for the oppressed of all lands may 
be the factor that finally will turn the tide 
against Communism.

These Days 


Those who live in big cities often assume 
that they have a monopoly on trouble. Re­ 
cently I cam e across some events in Lin­ 
coln, 111., a small town with a population of 
14,362. It is in Logan County, which has a 
population of 30,671. 
Such a community goes its agricultural 
way without much excitement and without 
much change. Yet Logan County has sud­ 
denly found itself involved in great issues, 
some of its residents being held in con­ 
tempt of court, with the American Civil 
Liberties Union active in its affairs. 
The trouble started when some of Lin­ 
coln’s citizens organized a “Good Govern­ 
ment Council,” which took on the curious 
character of meeting in secret late at 
night. No reporters were permitted to at­ 
tend, but the Council issued releases to the 
local paper several days after the event. 
All this is no crime, but it developed ru­ 
mors, gossip and considerable wonder as 
to what it is all about. 
* 
It is difficult to trace the origin of the 
excitement. Lincoln has 
a small Negro 
popuplation which managed go get along 
all right until the Negroes were told that 
they were being discriminated against. Let 
me quote from “A m erica’s Hour of Decis­ 
ion,” a report of the N A.A.C P. dated Oc­ 
tober, 1952: 
“ The Lincoln Branch of the NAACP is 
just two months old and has had a little 
difficulty with its own group to see the 
necessity of having one in the city its size, 
in spite of the flourishing prejudice a n d 
discrimination in its locality. There a r e 
about ten or fifteen Negroes in the com­ 
munity who are not as yet educated to the 
fact, that their m em bership is greatly 
needed as well as their support. These are 
the persons who. . .are afraid of doing 
something to anger the whites and might 
cause them to lose friendship or jobs. . .** 
So, during the year 1952, accusations 
against public officials in the handling of 
funds, statements concerning juvenile de­ 
linquency, and all sorts of arguments that 
are heard in big cities like New- York and 
Chicago hit this small town and ended up 
in its county court. Three men were held 
in contempt by Judge Frank S. Bevan in 
the case of The People vs. N e l s o n O. 
Howarth, et a1. The Judge stated the issue 
in a m atter of “outrageous pleadings” as 
follows: 
‘The test is, and 
properly should be, 
does a pleading present an issue over which 
the Court has jurisdiction of the subject 
m atter—so it can properly give considera­ 
tion to the subject m atter, and does the 
pleading properly present an issue or does 
it contemptuously impede and hinder t h e 
progress of court in settlement of issues 
properly before it.” 
From the Judge’s decision, it is clear 
that he w a s faced bv attitudes similar to 
those which Judge Medina had to contend 
with in the case of the Communist Eleven. 
He described what those whom he held in 
contempt w e re doing;

In proposing an extension of the 
doctor draft law, the Defense De­ 
partm ent cited the growth of the
